For two hours yesterday Wall street bor- 
dered upon a pani: of disastrous propor- 


tions. Men were almost crazed with ex- 
cltment and dread. In spots along Wall 
sireet, Broad street, New street, Exchange 
place and Lower Broadway, where the 
great volume of this continent's financial 
sechémes are launched and managed, hys- 
teria was epidemic. Men wept as they saw 
the fortunes of a winter's successful spec- 
ulation swept away within the hour. Siolid 
old brokers trembied with foreboding as the 
tape reeled off the story of their losses and 
of the losses cf their customers. 

It is impossible to give more than a gen- 
eral idea of the losses sustained, which fell 
most heavily on the small and weak ac- 
counts. Thousands of accounts that showed 
handsome profits Thursday for the winteér’s 
boom were absolutely swallowed up. In 
the office of a prominent broker there was 
an account which Thursday morning 
showed a profit since Aug. 15 last of $180,000, 
The broker urged his customer to sell out 
Thursday. 

“No,” sald he, “I want to make a quarter 
ofamillion. ‘Then I'll retire.” 

At the close of business yesterday this 
man’s profits had been reduced to $20,000. 

Another man, who had a profit af $ig,00), 
went into the Canadian wiids fishing, and 
could not be reached by wire yesterday. 
His broker, to save himself, had to close 
out the account. The $160,000 .was swept 
away. There are hundreds of such in- 
etances. 


The banks have been criticised for ad- 
vancing rates on call and demanding bet- 
ter security for loans. lhe tollowing au- 
thorized statement was given to the Post- 
Dispatch on behalf of the banks:

The courtroom was almost dark at 4 
o'clock. The bright French blue of Mrs. 
George’s gown had melted into darker 
Shade under the lowering frown of the 
rain-laden sky. 

The on Prosecuting Attorney arose 
to make his maiden bow before a jury in 
a murder trial. He knows his opportunity. 
He is ambitious for higher honors; he 
looks even younger than his 32 years, 
though he wears a stern and forbidding 
frown, which is relaxed only during a 
recess of the court. 

The audience became suddenly still, the 
whispering gossips in the body of the room 
turned their heads to the bench, a sharp 
ring of the bailiff’s gavel brought order 
among the strugglers against the ropes and 
rails. Mrs. George leaned forward, rest- 
ing her clbow on the table and her head 
against her gloved hand. 

The flowers were pushed aside. There 
was an attitude of keen and absorbing in- 
terest. For once her eyes were directed 
from the jury box toward the young man 
who has conducted the prosecution thus 
far with much cleverness. Mr. Pomerene 
awaited a moment and adjusted a pair 
of great old-rimmed spectacles to his 
eyes and us adding at least 15 years to 
his appearence of age. He began by read- 
ing’ the indictment, under the glare of the 
electric lights which had been turned into 


‘action by the Judge himself. 


Mr. Pomerene’s powerful sonorous voice 
read the officiai verblage and Mrs. George's 
interest seemed to grow as the words 
dropped with added emphasis. Mr, Pom- 
erene then followed with a recital of the 
wounds in Mr. Saxton’s body, showing that 
the first two wounds: were not necessarily 
fatal, that the third would not be im- 
mediately fatal and that the fourth wourd 
caused almost immediate death. During 
this reading of facts as developed by the 
postmortem examination Mrs. George 
turned neither to the right or left, but 
kept her eyes fastened upon the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. Mr. Pomerene then unrolled 
a huge map prepared by the County At- 
torney to assist in\ the investigation. He 
described in detail e scene of the tragedy 
and the location of Mrs. Althouse’s resi- 
dence with regard to the various streets 
and surrounding houses. 


TRACING MRS. GEORGE. 


This ground work having been finished, 
the Prosecuting Attorney stepped ety 
and after a moment which added to the im- 
pressiveness of the scene, he began a re- 
cital of facts which he insisted again and 
again would be proved to the satisfaction 
of the jury. He began by tracing the move- 
ments of Mrs. George and of Saxton on 
the night of the tragedy. He showed that 
Saxton had wheeled to Mrs. Althouse’s res!- 
dence at 6 o’clock that evening and that 
at 5:30 Mrs. George had left a restaurant 
in which she had been dining. She was 
on the trolley car, he said, but did not 
stop at her home, which is on the line, 
She left the car at Hazlet avenue. 

“The testimony will show that as Mrs. 
George left the car she went in the direc- 
tion of the Althouse residence,’ _Mr. Pom- 
erene declared, and continued: * When she 
arrived people generally were at their 
evening meal. The quiet of the neighbor- 
hood was first disturbed by two shots. Sax- 
ton, who was in front of the Althouse res- 
idence, had left his wheel, and while there 
this woman approached and fired twice. 
Then she started away. There is a call as 
if for help, the woman turns around,walks 
deliberately back to Saxton's prostrate 
form and fires two shots, She stoops over 
as if to satisfy herself that he is beyond 
hel nd then she turns away.

deliberation and malice there is no doubt. 
It was not the malice born of legitimate 
wrong, but that which could only lay in the 
bosom of am adventuress. It will be con- 
perhaps, that improper relations 


have occurred there was no 
justice for the crime, not even a legitimate 
provocation.”’ 

Mr. Pomerene paused as if to give added 
effect to his words and said: 

“The testimony will Bhow that whatever 
may have been these relations, this wo- 
man by her conduct forfeited every con- 
fidence that Saxton or any living man could 
have had in such a woman.” 

Not a sound disturbed the silence of the 
courtroom for a moment. Mrs. George 
from her aunt, Mrs. Brown. This old la- 
dy was plaini moved by her prosecutor's 
cold outline of evidence which he will of- 
fer. Often her hands trembled, and she 
turned a wistful look towards her niece, 
who was struggling to hide her nevous- 
ness. 

Mrs. George’s 17-year-old gon, Newton, 
was either indifferent to the*opening ad- 
dress of the prosecution, or assumed an In- 
difference, He wiggled about in a swinging 
chair with his legs thrown over the arm, 
and gazed a good part of the time at the 
celling. Judge Taylor carefully warned tho 
jury to refrain from discussion of the case 
and an adjournment was taken to to-day, 
though this is not usually a court day. 

Mrs. George’s manner was quite changed; 
she was nervous, and less incHned to ex- 
change greetings with her friends. Her sis- 
ter, Mrs. St. Clair, whispered a few words 
and Mrs. George, accompanied by the two 
women, turned toward the rear entrance 
of the courtroom, which leads to the nar- 
row iron stairway connecting with the fall. 

For the first time she had a little con- 
sultation with her counsel during the re- 
cess. 

The effect of the opening seemingly pro | 
duced little concern to Mr. Welty and Mr. 
Sterling, Mrs. George’s lawyers, Mr. Wel- 
the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent whether the opening of Mr. 
Pomerene had produced unexpected lines 
of prosecution. He replied, “‘Not at all; if 
they are not able to produce better evi- 
dence than they claim to have, Mrs. George 
will certainly be acquitted.”

Mrs. George after the opening of the. pros- 
ecution betokened a_ serious view of the 
situation in the courtroom audience, since 
it Is Gemerelly understood that the defense 
is to be a complete denial of Mrs. George’s 
connection with the actual tragedy. 


MR. UPHAM FEELS INSULTED. 


Then, too, there was a variety of opin- 
fons among the young sprigs of the law

here was one incident almost unnoticed. 
Mr. Welty in questioning a taleseman asked 
if he had been approached by Mr. Upham, 
The talesman was a tenant in President 
McKinley’s block and Mr. Upham, who sa 
within the enclosure, is a very well-known 
Republican lawyer, who was defeated by 
Mr. Pomerene in the race for the District 
Attorneyship last year.

Mr. .Upham in a voice that shook with 
anger said: 

“If you ring me in the case, I will smash 
you in the face, now don’t forget that.’’ 

This incident is but an indication of the 
feelmg of this: community. Sympathy, 
which went largely one way directly after 
the tragedy, hase become divided. Each 
side has its partisans who gather on street 
corners and in hotel lobbies and discuss 
the affair with a bitterness which seems 
to have made it an issue in Canton. 

The jury as finally selected is as fol- 
lows: John Erb, Tuscarawas, carpenter;

The oldest member of the jury is 67 
goasn and the youngest is 3% years old, 
Sight members of the jury are more than 
50 years old. All are married and nearly 
all have families. The jury was chosen 
after four days work and after three ve- 
nires had been exhausted. The defense 
used ten of its premptory challenges and 
the prosecution used its only two. At 
least one-half of the talesmen were fre- 
jected because of their views as to capital 
punishment and many others for their re- 
fusal to convict on circumstantial evi- 
dence, 

Counsel for each side express its satisfac- 
tion with the jury as it now stands, but 
Young George ventured the opinion to-day 
to a Post-Dispatch correspondent that he 
would reject three of the men who were 
finally chosen as jurymen. He expressed 
the most complete confidence in the ac- 
quittal of his mother. He wili remain here 
during the trial, and his brother Howard, 
who is four years younger will appear 
at times in the courtroom. Howard is at 
school at Alliance. Some surprise has been 
expressed that these handsome young fel- 
lows should be pevensytee to be present 
when evidence is given for the purpose of es- 
tablishing the reputation of thelr mother 
in this community as an abandoned wo- 
man. 


DETECTIVES STILL AT WORE. 


Mrs. George at the close of the morning 
session was bright and cheery and when 
asked by the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
whether her strength had suffered ause 
of the atrain of the past four days, she re- 
plied with a smile: 

“Oh. no, my strength is capable of endur- 
ing the strain. The proceedings have been 
monotonous, but my health is very good, 
I am well and strong and have not sul- 
fered the slightest weakness.”

Judge Ferris heard evidence and argu- 
ments Saturday on the application of Maria 
Krauss, George Lay and Frank W. Fuer- 
bacher, trustees of the estate of the late 
John Krauss, for an order restraining John 
H, Brueggemann from negotiating and sell- 
ing to innocent persons a certain note for 
$36,000 which he claims was given to him by 
Krauss. 

The plaintiffs contend that they have a 
good defense against the collection of the 
note as long as it remains in the hands of 

trueggemann, but that they will be de- 
pr.ved of such defer.se if it passes into the 
hands of innocent purchasers. 

Just after Krauss’ death in 1897, Bruegge- 
mann produced the note which he gaid 
Krauss had executed to him for a vaiuable 
consideration. Payment being refused, he 
filed suit to recover on it and the case was 
taken to Clayton, where it is still pending. 

The defenses, which trustees of Krauss’ 
estate have set up to the note, are that he 
never executed it; that it was materially 
aitered after it was executed; that there 
was no consideration for it, and that the 
consideration was of an illegal character, 
being services of Brueggemann as a lobby- 
ist in working for the passage of a bill 
through the House of Delegates, granting 
a franchise to the Southern Electric Rail- 
way Cv. 

Brueggemann admits that the note was 
given in consideration of the use of his influ- 
ence in suppert of the Southern Electric 
franchise biil, but Claims he used in a le- 
gitimate way. He says ‘his seryices were 
sought because he had been r several 
years a member of the House of Delegates 
and was supposed to have influence with 
that body.

EATH OF REV. JOHN C. BONHAM 


He Formerly Conducted a Seminary 
at Webster and Preached in 
St. Louis Churches. 


Word geached friends in St. Louis Satur- 
day of the death at Kansas City of Rev. 
John C, Bonham, who twenty years ago 
conducted a private female seminary at 
Webster and was well known in St. Louis 
as a Baptist divine.

Hancock unspeakable suffering. His mus- 
cles, so contracted by the choking, caused 
his legs to break the pintons which bound 
them and twice his feet had to be tied as 
his body swayed. He gasped and made a 
noise which sounded more like a growl 
than a man striving to breathe. It was 
17 minutes before a doctor sa Matthew 
Hancock was dead. The one-in rope was 
cut and the body was taken to the morgue, 
where it"was clamed by relatives. 

As the body fell through the t oor 
crashingly, the mob surged forwa n 
|his excitement, one morbidly curious man 
fell over the stone terrace of the jail yard. 
The smack which accompanied his broken 
wrist sounded like the whipcrack of an 
expert muleteer. 

Hancock was awake for six hours béfore 
his execution. He ate nothing for break- 
fast except an apple. His appetite was 
gone in his fear. But he smoked inces- 
santly up to the moment he was led to the 
scaffold. He could not sit still in his cell. 
He made hig guards walk him up and down 
the jail corridor, and when the guards 
grew weary and refused, he turned to the 
newspaper men for an escort.. A Four 
Courts hanger-on broke ‘nto the: jail while 
Hancock was being promenaded and ‘in- 
duced him to sign an alleged poem, whiéh 
was to be printed as Hancock's last Iit- 
erary effort. Hancock signed it, remark- 
ing as he did so, that he thought he could 
do better than that himself if he tried.

BEFORE THE DEATH MARCH. 


Quartette Sang for the Murderer and 
He Smoked Cigars. 

Hancock wad strangely nervous during 
the trying hours before he so firmly walked 
to death. He did all the things natural to 
a perturbed mind, but he never for a min‘ 


ute weakened. Hancock would have made 
a fine soldier—one of those black men who 
are put in the front line to make, probably, 
as Mr. Rudyard Kipling says, “food for 
powder.” 

Hancock was the sort of man who would 
heve proved “‘coo] under fire.”” By unnat- 
ural effort. all during the early hour of his 
doom’s-morning. he laughed with his 
guards. He smoked cigars and he drank 
black coffee. He applauded the Manhattan 
Quartette, which came to sing to him, and 
he varied his desired selections from ‘‘Tele- 
graph My Baby” to ‘“There Is a Fountain 

illed With Blood.’’ He smiled as he atrode 
to the gallows, and he was grave directly 
the Rev. Mr. Prestor, colored Methodist 
preacher, motioned hi his knees for a 
prayer. 

By the way, that prayer was the: only 
Phase of the hanging that exerted a 
serious effect upon the crowd in the jall- 
yard. As Hancock fell upon his knees, 
some man, touched for the moment by the 
shadow of death, cried, “Hats off.” The 
crowd obeyed. The prayer was short, and 
80 inaudible that few persons knew what 
was going on, but hats went off just the 
same. 


SHACKELFORD ON THE HANGING. 


Ho Was Eloquent With Gratitude Be. 
cause He Is Still Alive. 
Thomas W. Shackelford, who would have 
been hanged Saturday morning on the same 
gallows and at the same hour with HMan- 


cock had it not been for the stay of execu- 
tion for 30 days granted by the Governor, 
a all smiles two hours after the execu- 
tion. 

“I think I have been favored highly by 
God and man,"’ he said, “and I cannot help 
but thank God that I am alive so as to be 
able to enjoy life this bright, sunshiny 
morning. 

“Mat was a brave mian and he died right. 
He is surely in heaven now. I was given 
the privilege of being with him for several 
hours last night and I am giad I was. If 
my time comes soon I will be better able to 
stand it. He was ready any hour last 
night. 

“Of course I do not want to die, But 
death is a debt we all must pay. When he 
comes we can’t say, ‘Wait until the first 
of the month.’ Gov. Stephens is the great- 
est man on earth. He can say the words 
that will save me from hanging. But he 
can’t save my soul. God is the only one 
who can do that, and I know he has al- 
ready done that. I don't believe anythi 
about it—l know it. A man can’t be savé 
unless he knows he its saved. 

“Gov. Stephens might pardon me and I 
might fall dead as 1 was leaving jail and 
my soul would be lost if 1 didn’t know Géd 
had forgiven me. I would rather a hun- 
dred times over be hanged and know that 
my soul was safe than to be free and lo®e 
my goulk For the sufferings on earth ae 
not to be compared with those of a last 
soui.”’
